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(57)Abstract: 

PURPOSE: To enable wiring to be achieved with a fine pitch by 
employing a fibrous ferromagnetic material as an electric 
conducting material of anisotropic conductor used for mounting 
a panel or the like and orienting the material in a fixed direction 
within the panel surface in a magnetic field and mounting 
electrodes matching there with to be in parallel with the fibrous 
material. 

CONSTITUTION: Resin 2 is formed by adding a thermo-plastic 
resin in the form of polyamide adhesive, and electrically 
conductive fibers 1 made of nickel fibers having a predetermined 
diameter are dispersed in the resin. The fibers 1 are oriented in 
a fixed direction within a surface in a magnetic field to form a 
anisotropic conductive material of a predetermined shape. 
Further, a film substrate being provided with a Cu pattern and a 
glass substrate being provided with an ITO are prepared as a 
panel. Moreover wiring with much finer pitch can be achieved by 
mounting electrodes 3 matching the electrically conductive 
fibers 1 oriented in a fixed direction within a surface in parallel 
with them. 
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
